Wliilc we do not consider it iu any way 


our province to add to the alarm that has al- 
ready liocu created by the reports of the 
mvift approach of that dread epidemic, the 
cholera, \ve do consider that wo havo a most 
fi-iered duty to perform and that is to give to 
our rentiers, the benefit of anything that 
may tend to their greater security from the 
malady. To assuage as much as possible, 
the four that is sure to follow tho announce- 
ment of the near approach of danger, is the 
disposition of this article; but it is far better 
th::t 11 perfect understanding of it be given 
even too early than too "ate. 


Perhaps we cannot more justly depict the 


present situation than by publishing the 
following reports: 


NASHVILLE, TENS, June 20, 1873.— Today 


lias been the gloomiest of the epidemic. 
People move about with blanched faces, and 
talk of nothing but cholera, of which there 
is ever a reminder in the hearses and ex- 
presses with coflins hurrying here 
and 


there. 
There were seventy-three deaths to- 


day in Nashville and vicinity, of which 
twenty- four were white and forty-nine col- 
ored, 


"Twenty-eight negroes 
died within a 


stone's throw of each other at New Bethel, 
a negro settlement two miles from the city: 
thoy ara included ia the above number. It 
is feared that few in the settlement will es- 
cape the scourge.

There is no apprehension of cholera, the 
city up to this time having been absolutely 
exempt from the disease. 


It will be observed that thr 


crease within these two days and no obvious 
cause excepting a natural nbntement. 


There has never yet been a cholera season 


when theories of its origin, sure remedies 
in the worst cases and the time for its dis- 
appearance has not been vouchsafed every 
becramped mortal, who possessed the physi- 
cal strength or moral courage to listen to it. 
One class of .theorists stalks out into society 
with tho theory that tho primary cause of 
cholera is n peculiar miasm that has a strong 
affinity for water, not so much, however, 
to mingle with the fluid us to settle close to 
Hs surface, and that its volume is rapidly 
augmented by the vapors rising from im- 
pure waters. In this theory it is claimed 
that this cholera air never follows water in 
its downward coin-so, but always upward, 
and when a departure of the stream occurs, 
it is when and where a low sway among hills 
or mountains, fencing the 
channel, is 


reached; and then, too, that the forward 
course of tho foul air is in harmony with the 
prevailing atmospheric currents. Accept- 
ing this theory ns correct, the disease must 
ascend the Cumberland river from Nashville 
and tho natural outlets being tho low bogs 
through the mountains, it will have to take 
n rest about the ''Swan Pond" country, 
south of Greenville, East Teini. And in 
support of the theory, it should bo staged 
Hint about 100 eases of cholera are report- 
ed from the above country already and n large 
dispersion of the inhabitants hns been the 
result of the fenrful mortality. To cam- 
on! the theory, the Wantauga river must 
conduct the disease to Richmond, Peters- 
burg and Norfolk, Vn., and then resign in 
favor of the Potomac, which we ftre willliug 
to believe is capable of conducting any 
epidemic both ways nt once.

An American Kt*ritir* <'»•*, 


Tho HOY. Dr. Schlesiugor, a Jewish rabbi 


of Albany, has published a statement in ref- 
ovonco to tho Kuductiuu of a Jewish boy from 
hii) ancestral religion by mi Irish Koumn 
Catholic Kervftiit yirl, wliich is creating groat 
interest in Jewish circlet. According to this 
account, the girl was hired in tho family 
about five years ago. Although illiterate anct 
uneducated, she managed to gain a groat #>- 
oeudaiicy over tho children's minds, wi(J 
finally persuaded one of them, aboy ten years 
of ago, to bo secretly baptized by a priest. 
From this time forward, it is alleged, tho 


boy, 
concealing all his movements from his 


parents, regularly attended tho Latin service 
at tho cathedral, and often went to confes- 
sion. To his friouihi he pretended to bo a 
Jew, 
and attended with them tho services of 


the synagogue. 
Clandestinely he practiced 


the rites of the. Papal Church. 


The discovery of this singular train of cir- 


cumstances wan mado jn a nmuuer almost as 
singular. The Jows have a rito somewhat 
similar to the Christian rito of confirmation, 
to which parents generally bring thoir child- 
ren as soon as they have arrived at au intel- 
ligent age. For this ceremony tho boy was 
told a short time ago to prepare himself; but 
when the (lay came, he pretended to bo sick, 
and the consequence was that ho did not at- 
tend the synagogue. However, tho case ap- 
peared rather suspicious; and, as rumors 
had reached the parents that the boy had 
become a convert to the Itomoh faith, they 
gave him to understand that they should re- 
quirohim to attend the confirmation sen-ice 
on the following Hfibbatii, This; intimation 
was followed up by a series of questions us 
to his religious sentiments; and finally, it is 
alleged, when pressed very hard, ho confess- 
ed all that has been stated above. Dr. 
Schlesingcr publishes the conversation he 
had with the boy: and it seems to show a re- 
markable confusion between the right and 
wrong upon certain points in the boy's mind. 
A great deal of excitement has" been created 
in Jewish circles in Albany and New York 
by tho publication of these singular aver- 
ments.
